I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
of  the  District  for  the  year  1972. 

The  number  of  births  registered  for  the  year  was  lower  than 
in  recent  years,  whilst  the  reverse  was  true  of  the  number  of 
deaths  registered.  There  were  two  still  births  in  the  year  and 
when  one  is  dealing  with  small  populations  the  Infantile  Mortality 
appears  to  be  exceptionally  high. 

There  were  a number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Hepatitis  in  the 
year  and  there  were  six  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 
Otherwise,  the  incidence  of  Infectious  Diseases  was  low. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  report  the  help  and  encouragement  given 
to  the  department  during  the  year  by  members  and  officials  of  the 
Council  and  appreciation  must  be  expressed  of  the  work  of  your 
Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  '"rigley.

LABORATORY  WORK 


This  work  is  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 

Meadow  Street,  Preston.  During  the  year,  42  faecal  specimens  were 
submitted  to  the  Laboratory. 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  provides  and  maintains  the 
following  with  delegation  to  the  No.  5 Divisional  Health  Committee, 
on  which  Clayton-le-Moors  Urban  District  Council  has  representation. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE  The  district  is  served  from  the  County  Ambulance 
Station  at  Accrington.  There  are  seven  vehicles  in  all,  four 
Ambulances  and  three  Sitting  Case  cars  and  one  ambulance  provides 
day  and  night  cover. 


CHILD  WELFARE  SERVICE  The  Infant  Welfare  Centre  and  School  Clinic 
for  the  Urban  District  is  in  Church  Street. 


MIDWIFERY  SERVICE  One  District  Midwife  is  assigned  to  this  district, 
namely  Mrs.  M.  Philipson. 


HOMS  NURSING  This  service  is  undertaken  by  Queen's  District  Nurses 
and  a nurse  attends  the  Loan  Equipment  Stores  at  the  Clinic  in  Church 
Street  on  Monday  to  Friday  every  week  between  2 p.m.  and  3 p«m.
